The Cooper Street cemetery 
%vas granted to the people of 
Agawam in 1732. The voters are 
now being asked whether part of 
6t shall be sold for a parking lot. 

One fact has obviously been 
overlooked. 

The fence encloses only that 
part of the cemetery where there 
are headstones, not the entire 
plot as it was first laid out. 

The first gravestone bears the 
date 1742. From the time of 
settlement in 1660 until 1742, 
where did the people bury their 
dead ? 

This was an Indian and a white 
man’s burying ground long be¬ 
fore any headstones were set. In 
fact it was at least 80 years from 
the time of settlement to the plac¬ 
ing of the first stone. 

No one put up stones in those 
days, in the early years. They 
had no suitable stone nor any 
one to carve them. 

About 15 years ago one of the 
cemetery caretakers, in digging a 
grave in a spot believed vacant, 
dug into human bones. He 'filled 
in the hole and dug in another 


The question is — how many 
bodies are there outside the pres¬ 
ent fence? The whole area was 
the cemetery, not just that now 
enclosed. 

Shall we run the risk of dig¬ 
ging up human beings for the 
sake of a parking lot? Is it not 
possible to find land in another 
spot for that purpose, or even to 
build 2-deck parking? 

When I was asked for prool 
that the town owned the land in 
the cemetery, I was given the

Internal Revenue Service News 


Returns filed without the re¬ 
quired W-2 wage and tax state¬ 
ment or missing schedules which 
are causing refund delays so far 
total 7,840, and returns where 
taxpayers have used the wrong 
tax table total 9.690. 

The IRS Service Center in An¬ 
dover as of last week had pro¬ 
cessed -360,705 refunds of Mas¬ 
sachusetts taxpayers for a total 
of $59,547,168*73, Mr. Williams 
said. 


ARITHMETIC ERRORS 

Massachusetts taxpayers are 
making more mistakes in arith¬ 
metic on Federal income tax re¬ 
turns than any other kind of 
error, according to William E. 
Williams, IRS District Director 
for Massachusetts. 

Already, Mr. Williams reports, 
4,243' returns have been held up 
at theIRS Sendee Center in An¬ 
dover with errors in addition or 
subtraction., 

He advises taxpayers that these 
mistakes can result in delay of 
refunds. When the IRS computers 
chock a return’s accuracy, and 
uncover an arithmetic error, Mr. 
Williams explained, the correc¬ 
tion is made and a notice of the 
change is sent to the taxpayer. 

Another of the major reasons 
for delay in issuing refunds, he 
said, is the failure of taxpayers 
to include their correct Social 
Security number on the tax re¬ 
turn. 

Refunds for 2,731 Massachu¬ 
setts taxpayers had been delayed 
as of last week, Mr. Williams 
(reported, because of incorrect or 
missing Social Security numbers. 

Other refunds, he added, are 
being held up because of a var¬ 
iety of other errors or failures 
to comply with instructions mail¬ 
ed to each taxpayer with his tax 
forms. v 

Up to last week, 3.805 tax re¬ 
turns had been filed without the 
necessary signatures. These will 
have to be sent back to the tax¬ 
payers before refunds can be pro¬ 
cessed.

Their teachers will be writing in colors on 
a white, glare-free surface, using a new device which many 
believe has vast implications for education. 

It is well known that advertising in color attracts more at¬ 
tention and is more persuasive 
than black and white. Attract¬ 
ing attention and persuading 
are strongly analogous to the 
process of teaching. In the 
words of one educator, “if 
writing on a black board with 
chalk were the way to com¬ 
municate, we’d be writing with 
white pencils on black paper 
today.” 

The new device, the Eber- 
hard Faber-Board visual aid 
panel is a four way communi¬ 
cations device now being in¬ 
troduced nationally, it is used 
for writing with color mark¬ 
ers, as a magnetic board, art 
board and projection screen.
